DEDICATION 


IN  the  month  of  November  of  the  past  year,  Spring  Hill  lost  its  Pro- 
fessor Emeritus  and  its  truly  great  Historian.  The  true  value  of  a 
school  is  measured  by  the  worth  of  its  teachers.  Fr.  Kenny  was  a 
splendid  teacher,  and  gave  some  of  the  best  years  of  his  life  to  class 
room  lectures  at  the  "Hill."  Institutions  may  fare  with  their  historians 
as  men  with  their  biographers:  they  may  be  fortunate  or  unfortunate 
in  the  one  that  falls  to  their  lot.  Fr.  Kenny  was  a  true  historian.  The 
"Torch  on  the  Hill,"  his  centenary  story  of  Spring  Hill  College,  is  a 
classic  of  history  and  literature. 

Fr.  Kenny's  funeral  was  attended  by  the  Spring  Hill  Student 
Body — the  largest  in  its  history.    Of  those  present,  probably  not  five 
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per  cent  had  known  Fr.  Kenny  personally.  Whether  veteran  or  non- 
veteran,  they  gathered  to  honor  one  whom  they  did  not  know.  Few, 
if  any,  realized  the  true  greatness  of  the  pioneer  at  whose  grave  they 
came  to  pray.  Here  was  the  passing  of  an  older  era,  and  the  begin- 
ning of  a  new. 

We  dedicate  this  1947  Annual  to  Fr.  Michael  Kenny,  S.J.,  in  the 
hope  that  it  may  help  present  Spring  Hill  students  to  realize  the 
added  obligation  that  devolved  upon  them  when  this  great  man 
died.  A  flaming  torch  has  been  thrown,  from  failing  hands,  to  YOU. 
May  it  be  yours  to  ever  hold  it  high!

CENTENNIAL  PASTORAL  LETTER 
of 
Rt,  Rev.  T.  J,  Toolen,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  Mobile.  May  7.  1930 

Dearly  Belovko  Brethren  im  Christ: 

The  celebration  this  month  by  a  Cathobc  College  of  One 
Hundred  Years  of  service  in  oar  Diocese  makes  it  timely  to  ad- 
dress you  on  a  subject  we  have  had  in  mind  since  the  Holy  Father 
charged  us  with  your  spiritual  care:  THE  CHRISTIAN  EDU- 
CATION OF  YOUTH.  Believing  this  basic  dnty  of  parents 
to  be  the  most  fundamental  and  fruit  fal  factor  in  civic  as  in 
religious  progress,  wedeem  the  Centenary  of  Spring  Hill  College. 
an  institution  so  dear  to  the  Founder  and  all  the  Bishops  of  this 
See,  a  most  appropriate  occasion  to  impress  upon  you,  with  all 
the  force  at  our  command,  the  vital  Catholic  importance  of  com- 
plete Christian  education. 

Consider,  in  this  regard,  the  Divine  Commission  on  which  God's 
Church  and  her  activities  for  all  time  are  founded,  the  last  com- 
mand of  the  Ascending  Christ  to  His  chosen  Apostles,  and  in 
them  to  the  Head  and  the  Bishops  of  His  Church  for  ever: 

"Going,  therefore,  teach  ye  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the 
Name  ofthe  Father  and  of  the  Son  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  teach- 
ing them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded 
you;  and  behold  X  am  with  you  all  days  even  to  the  ending  of  the 
world." 

Here,  in  His  last  solemn  utterance  on  earth,  in  His  final  will 
to  the  world  as  the  God  of  all  power,  Jesus  Christ  commits  that 
power  to  His  authorized  ministers,  and  He  promises  that  in  its 
exercise  over  all  men  He  Himself  will  be  with  them  in  all  ways, 
all  days,  and  all  time.  This  universal  "all"  means  Catholic,  its 
Greek  equivalent:  and  He  gave  them  this  almess  of  Catholic 
power  for  one  specific  purpose,  to  teach ;  and  to  teach  the  Catho- 
licity of  all  truth  to  all. 

Now,  His  divinely  enlightened  infallible  Church  soon  realized 
that  the  teaching  of  all  Ihmgs  He  had  coramanded  traversed  far 
wider  ranges  than  merely  dogmatic  truths;  that  it. embraced  all 
the  rational  actions  of  men  in  all  their  human  activities.  Peter 
found  his  Rock  assailed  by  the  powers  of  earth  and  hell,  and  so 
did  the  apostles  and  disciples,  sustaining  that  Rock  with  him  and 
by  that  Rock  sustained.

The  purpose  of  this  organization  is  to 
foster  and  promote  the  fine  art  of  public 
speaking  through  the  medium  of  both  intra- 
Academy  and  inter-collegiate  debating.  It  is 
from  this  group  that  the  annual  intercolle- 
giate debating  team  of  Spring  Hill  College 
is  chosen. 

Interrupted  by  the  war,  the  Debaters  re- 
vived their  activities  in  September  of  1946 
by  having  intra-Academy  debates  on  the 
campus,  and  debates  before  social  and  civic 
groups  in  Mobile.  The  first  outside  activity 
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was  a  discussion  at  the  University  of  Ala- 
bama, which  was  attended  by  four  mem- 
bers of  the  Academy.
